One of the principal points made in 


defense of the administration at that

• must convince the aircraft industry 
that It means business and continued 
interest in the building program or 
else it will not be worth" while to con- 
struct • additional plants or take on 
other responsibilities. 


The aircraft industry is somewhat in 


the same condition that it was dur- 
ing the war — namely, not enough 
orders for the comercial use of air- 
planes to warrant the operation of 
large plants. The 'government virtu- 
ally subsidized the airplane industry 
at the time and what amounts to the 
same thin? now wfll have to be done 
by the placing of sufficient orders t< 
puts airplane production on a sound 
foundation.

If the main costs of airplane manu- 


facture can be taken care of by gov- 
ernment orders, the public may look 
for lower production costs for com 
mercial us* than heretofore, together 
with Interesting experiments in the 
development of freight as well as pas- 
senger craft. Edsel Ford is one of the 
pioneers in the freight carrying busi- 
ness and there are other captains o 
industry who stand ready M go ahead 
with large plans for a commercial 
aviation once the airplane manufac- 
turing end ia put on a firm basis by 
the federal government and assurance 
given of progressive development both 
of new types and reasonable quanti- 
ties.

Political Power of Fergusons 


Is Practically Erfded, 


Vote Indicates 


Austin, Texas — OP) — Don Moody 


youthful titan haired • attorney - gen 
eral, has forced the,-Fergusons •'.i»t 
Texas into the first phase of a •po- 
litical eclipse after several'years'in 
which they dominated - the lone'star 
state Democratic politics. • 


Moody's vote in Saturday's primary 


coupled with an announcement Mon 
day by Governor Miriam A. -Ferguson 
that she will resign from office prob- 
ably1 by Nov. 1, virtually assures his 
ascendancy to the "governor's chair 
next January. 


With primary returns nearing com- 


pletion, Moody lacked a few votes, 01 
having a majority In the five cornerec 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
race but led Governor Ferguson by 
more than 110.000 votes. Lynch Dav 
idson, third ranking candidate who 
like. Moody, based his campaign on 
"anti-Fergusonism," received enough 
votes to cause Mrs. Ferguson.to de 
cide she did not care to continue 
her campaign for reelection. 


Governor 
Ferguson's" resignation 


will conform to an informal agree 
ment she had with Moody that she 
would.retire from the race if he should 
lead her -by one vote and that he 
should withdraw if she led by 25.000 
votes. Her decision to resign also 
virtually removed further Interest hi 
the election returns as a run-off pri 
mary will not be necessary. Texas 
law provides that unless a candidate 
receives 51 per cent of the votes cast 
a second-primary must be held. 


Simultaneously with the announce 


ment of her resignation Governor 
Ferguson called a special session of 
the legislature for Sept. I&- to con 
aider validation of nearly $100.000,000 
Texas road bonds held Invalid by th 
United States. Supreme court. She 
also said she wished to give the-legis- 
lature an opportunity to Investigate 
any department of the state govern 
ment it might wish. 


Moody, who is 33 years old, .Is one 


of the youngest men to take the Texas 
Democratic leadership. 


Moody's Republican opponent In the 


November election will be Colonel H 
H. Haines of Houston.

All of the 17 Democratic represent- 


atives to congress were renominated 
as was Harry M. Wurzhach, Texas, 
only Republican congressman. -

now being considered by the" two gov- 
ernments. For obvious reasons it'',<s" 
not desirable that the text of these 
suggestions should be published until 
they have been fully considered and 
have -become effective."

The Times for several years has pointed 
out Elaine's delinquencies, and. along 
with courageous Progressive leaders, has 
sought to rid the party of the burden of 
carrying him. But Blaine has a grip on 
the state machine which neither LaFoilette 
nor sincere Progressive leaders have thus 
far been able to dislodge. lie has had to 
be reckoned with becau.se of his vast ap- 
pointive power and the personal organi/a- 
tion he has built up. His whole record is 
dotted with cheap political practices. We 
do not know of anything of a really con- 
'structive nature, either legislative or ex- 
ecutive, during Elaine's administration 
that can be attributed to him or to his in- 
fluence. 
It is. in our opinion, a record 


detrimental to the public interest and the 
cause of the Progressive party. 


The day after the Capital Times repudi- 


ated Blaine for Senator. R. G. Tegtmeyer. 
treasurer of the Progressive Republican 
State Central committee, and an ardent 
La Follette man. also withdrew his sup- 
port from Elaine in favor of 'Lenroot. 
with this statement: "I have been in 
touch with Governor Blaine more or le.ss. 
in the last few years, and I think I can 
speak from knowledge of the facts when I 
say that Elaine-is not as Progressive as 
Lenroot." Adding that he was in accord 
with the statement of the case made by 
the Capital Times, and analyzing Blaine's 


record at some length. Mr. Tegtmeyer 
says: "1" believe Blaine has been serious- 
ly at fault in his taxation policy, and I 
believe the taxpayers are now coming to 
realize that his course has been detrimen- 
tal."

means they should go on as they always have, in 
such dim light as they may get from their ordinary 
religious instruction. Many religious leaders seem 
to hold that opinion. They scarcely take into ac 
count the enormous influence of unreligious 
or 


nonreligious factors in the information or misin- 
formation, not to call it education, of the child. If 
we hesitate to teach the child the truth, and the 
vicious or unreligious or immoral source of infor- 
mation or misinformation is not only available to 
the child but literally thrust upon him and made 
as easy and as "attractive as possible, the child's 
mind is certain to be debauched. 


I do not know what the religious struction of

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FARMER WANTS CHANCE TO PROSPER-THOMPSON 


LEGISLATION IS 


IMPORTANT NEED 


OF AGRICULTURE 


President of American Farm 


Bureau Federation Names 
Farmers' Needs 


BY ROY 3. GIBBONS 


Chicago—The public realizes that 


the farmer is facing a crisis and wants 
relief. 


But what is this crisis and what re- 


lief is wanted? 


Many have qualified to explain but 


few have been so well chosen for the 
task as Sam H. Thompson, the au- 
thorized mouthpiece of the majority 


> of the farmers in this country. 


Thompson is president of the Ameri- 


can Farm Bureau Federation, an or- 
ganization 
with membership in 45 


states and branches in 1SS counties. 


Thompson knows the farmers be- 


cause he is a farmer. 


Herewith he gives the readers of 


the Post-Crescent through NEA Ser- 
vice, an interpretation of the agricul- 
tural dilemma. 
"What, the farmer really wants," 


says Thompson, "is legislation which 
will give him an equal opportunity to 
prosper under the American plan that 
is offered to other groups. 


OTHERS GET FEDERAL AID 
"The farmer sees labor protected by 


immigration laws, by laws limiting 
hours of work and other artificial 
means. 
"The farmer sees industry protected 


by tariffs and other means to main- 
tain an artificial level of domestic 
prices. 


"All these things the fanner sees 


and appreciates. He realizes that his 
own industry, the largest in America, 
with a capitalization of more than 
seventy billion dollars, is unprotected, 
meeting world competition with the 
result that those engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits find themselves at se- 
vere disadvantage. 


"Not only are those directly engaged 


in farming at a disadvantage, but the 
farmer knows that the great numbers 
of other groups whose livelihood is de- 
pendent upon agriculture are also at 
a disadvantage. 
"With this understanding the farm- 


er proposes that governmental action 
be taken to provide an artificial means 
which will place agriculture on the 
same basis with labor, industry and 
all the other groups in the "United 
States.

"Agriculture is disappointed but'nbt 


discouraged at the failure of con- 
2jr4ss to enact legislation providing 
this equality of opportunity. ' "We 
realize that the adoption of a new 
agricultural policy cannot be done 
o\er night. 


"The need of a sound policy for 


agriculture is now admitted by all. 
Such a policy demands a wholesome, 
straightforward provision which will 
enable agricultural producers to sta- 
bilize their industry so that they re 
ceive the benefit of the American pro- 
tective system to a degree and on the 
same level that it has secured stabil- 
ity and independence for American 
labor and American industry- 


"We do not think that the farmer's 


prosperity depends solely on govern- 
mental action. The radical who pro- 
claims that is just as far amiss as he 
who maintains that agriculture alone 
/of all industries snould not receive 


aid from the government. 


"The farmer is not'getting a fair 


share of the national income. Fi.\ed 
charges of farming are inescapatle 
and inelastic. Taxes, wages, interest 
and the cost of non-agricultural com- 
modities make a total that is wholly 
out of relationship to the price the 
farmer gets when he >»a"i3 fcjs crop 
to market. 


"The farmer cannot successfully 


overcome this tremendous obstacle 
unless the condition is frankly recog- 
nized and a remedy sought in a real 
agricultural policy for America vhich 
brings the farmer Into fair relation- 
ship wito the other groups. 


THE FARM GROUP PL\S 


"The bill which the farm group 


urged upon Congress embodied in it 
these principles and offered 
we be- 


lieve, the devices for affording agri- 
culture the necessary protection and, 
assistance to provide this equality 
which agriculture must have. 


"The proposed legislation in brief 


provided for a farm advisory council 
and a Federal Farm board with au- 
thority to control and dispose of do- 
mestic surpluses of agricultural com- 
modities through co-operative market- 
ing associations and other agencies. 


"This legislation provide that the 


government place a fund under the 
operation of this board. It also pro 
•vided the means to collect this fund 
and return it to the U. S. treasury. 


"In other words, the operation of 


/the plan submitted by farmers 
to 


Congress would not ha\e cost th* 
government a cent. Thi& was for the 
definite purpose of avoiding govern- 
ment subsidy. 


"This plan of financing the disposal 


of surplus agricultural production 
provides an equalization fee which 
was to be charged back against the en- 
tire commodity. This equalization fee 
was to be used In disposing of the sur- 
plus farm markets at world prices, 
thus protecting the domestic market 
and domestic price."

State Soils Laboratory Has 


Uncovered Hidden Fortunes 
in Limestone 


Madison, Wis.,—C45)—Hidden for- 


tunes in limestone, marl and other 
deposits in which Wisconsin in rich, 
often are uncovered by surveys of 
the state soils laboratory. 


This was revealed Monday by C. 


J. Chapman, director of the depart- 
ment which is engaged in carrying 


j the results of soil science back to the 
farm and helping- the owners get the 
maximum revenue from the land. 


Many times. Mr. Chapman said, he 


and others of the laboratory have 
been called to farms to make tests 
which have shown valuable deposits 
of which the farmer was ignorant. 


Freak growth of crops that puzzled 


the fanner have been explained by 
the result of scientific Investigation. 
Mr. Chapman cited recent cases in 
Trempealeau and Grant-cos. 


"In Trempealeau co a farmer was 


getting fine crops off some red alleu- 
vial soil near the bank of the Trem- 
pealeau river while obtaining only 


mediocre results in residual soil ten 
feet away. Laboratory testa showed 
that the reddish soil contained be- 
tween 3,000 to 5,000 pounds of phos- 
phorous to the acre on a surface of 
eight inches, ten times as much as 
the residual soil. 


"A formation of calcarious shale, 


which is high in lime content, near 
Boscobel in Grant-co, puzzled farmers 
this spring. Alfalfa and sweet clover 
was growing neck 
high and the

it. Wo found that the shalo had been 
carried down by erosion from the 
hlljs south of the Wisconsin river -a 
mile away."' 


The soil survey service is avail- 


able to all farmers of Wisconsin at 
i small cost.

The "half-and-half shot comes into action when the ball has found a 


cuppy lie. Nothing but marvelous ingenuity will enable the player to insert 
the blade of the club beneath the ball cleanly without removing a little of 
the soil behind the ball during the process, in which case much-back spin 
cannot be imparted. When a mashic is used for this stroke it Is unwise to 
pitch the ball on 1o the green. A risk must sometimes be taken, and the ball 
must be pitched short of the green, and allowed to run on of its own accord. 
In effect, the shot will be a quarter-iron stroke played with a mashie. The 
left hand will grip hard, and the ball will have to be driven out by the 
stretch of the left arm. Any attempt to nip it out of its bad lie with the 
right hand will result, more often than not, in disaster or losa of direction. 


The face of the clnb in' the up swing must not turn as in the case of the

acreage of the other leading winter 
wheat states. In Kansas alone 10,- 
€88,000 acres will be harvested, with 
4.500,000 in Oklahoma and 1.744,000 "in 
Texas. The latest official production 
forecast for this vast territory was 
231,000,000 bushels, nearly half 
the 


estimated production of. winter wheat 
for the entire country. 


Kansas is expected to produce 142.- 


000,000 bushels this year, compared 
with .74.750,000 in 1925 and 111,708,- 
000 bushels, the 10-year, average. This 
prospective 'yield, however, has been 
exceeded in 1914. 1919. 1920 .and 1924. 


For weeks the railroads have been
